Florida will lose heavily this season 
and there will be claims for loss and 
damage from the growers against the 
East Coast railroad, according to the 
following editorial from the 
Miami 
Metropolis: 
"The congested condition of traffic 
on the Florida East Coast railway is 
causing the railroad official's trouble; 
it is causing the 
train 
hands 
and 
yard masters and dispatchers trouble, 
and besides all these it is causing the 
shippers of this section both trouble 
and loss. 
The railroad company 
is 
certain to be compelled to pay many 
claims for loss and damage to 
the 
growers. 
The 
condition 
is 
unfortu- 
nate. 
It is unfortunate for the rail- 
road, but it Is more unfortunate for 
the 
people. 
It is quite 
useless 
to 
dwell at this time upon the cause for 
this condition. 
The railroad olficia s 
should know better than anybody the 
volume of business to expect; it 
is 
'their especial business to gather such 
information so that preparations can 
be 
made 
for It. 
There 
can be no 
question that somebody blundered, cr 
that somebody failed to perform in ac- 
cordance with the demand's. It is as- 
sumed that the railroad officiate are

has never been able to meet the world's 
demand for its spun product. 
As a matter of fact, the silkworm 
has been so domesticated through the 
ages that It would become extinct now 
were it not for the aid of man. 
Born 
Into slavery, the caterpillars crawl con- 
tentedly over the narrow territory of 
their feeding trays, and. though the 
moths have wings, they have lost all 
desire to fly. 
This slavery 
began in 
China more than 4.500 years ago. 
Nevertheless all the world's silk does 
not come from the domesticated insect 
Not a little of the supply is "wild silk."

Not Protected by Law. 
Tradition 
Is responsible for the 
fly- 
ing of the revenue flag over the cus- 
tom bouses of the country, according 
to a high ranking member of that de- 
partment 
The flag which floats from the roof 
of the custom house has not only no 
legal existence, but is not protected by 
law from popular use on land and sea 
nor from advertising, 
as is the 
na- 
tional flag. 
The revenue cutter service was 
es- 
tablished under authority of an act of 
congress of Aug. 4. 1790. as an armed 
force. 
It soon 
became evident that 
the vessels of the service should have 
some distinguishing 
flag or mark to 
indicate their employment and author- 
ity, and under an act of congress of 
March 21. 
179!). the marker was 
pro-Tide- d 
for. 
This act set forth that "the 
cutters 
and 
boats 
employed in the

Just as Light Can. 
Few people are aware that sound 
can be focussed just as light can. 
All 
are familiar with the burning glass or 
reading 
lens which, if placed 
In a 
beam of sunlight, 
will focus the rays 
into a small point which is so bot as 
to be, able to set 
fire to a piece of 
paper. 
Light is a wave in the ether, 
but sound ts a wave in a material 
medium, generally the air. 
If we make a convex lens out of 
rubber or collodion and fill It with gas 
heavier than air. say carbon dioxid. 
we shall have a 
ound lens analogous 
In nearly all respects to a glass lens 
for light. 
It will be found that we can 
focus sound 
waves In the following 
manner: 
Take a watch and place It some feet 
away from one side of the lens and 
put your ear on a line with the watch 
and the center of the lens, but on the 
other side, and move outward from the 
lens. 
While moving out you cannot 
hear the watch until you get to a cer- 
tain 
point where the waves are 
fo- 
cused, at which place you will hear it 
plainly. 
This is called the conjugate 
focus of the watch.
